W a s h in g to n , March 19th.—The follow­ 
ing are the first three articles of the treaty 
recently negotiated between the United 
States und the Chinese Government to pro­ 
hibit the coming to this country of Chinese 
laborers. 
These sections embrace every 
im portant point of the treaty, und the sub­ 
sequent sections are simply of an explana­ 
tory character: 
Article 1. The high contracting parties 
agree that for a period of twenty years, be­ 
ginning with the date of the exchange of 
the ratification of this convention, the 
coming—except 
under 
the 
conditions 
hereinbefore specified—of Chinese laborers 
to the United States shall be absolutely 
prohibited. 
Article 2. The preceding article shall 
not apply to the return to the United 
States ot any Chinese laborer who had a 
lawful wife, child or parent in the United 
States, or property therein of the value of 
$1,000, or debts of a like am ount due him 
and pending settlement. 
Nevertheless, 
every Chinese laborer shall, before leaving 
the United States deposit—as a condition 
of his return—with the Collector of Customs 
of the district from which he departs 
a full description, in 
writing, of his 
fan ily, property, or 
debts, 
as 
afore­ 
said, 
and 
shall 
be 
furnished 
or 
by said Collector with such certificate of 
his rights to return under this treaty as the 
laws of the United States may now or 
hereafter prescribe, and not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this treaty; and 
should the written description aforesaid be 
proved false, the right of return thereun­ 
der, or of continued residence on return, 
shall 
in 
each 
case 
be ■ forfeited; 
and such right of return to the United 
States shail be exercised within one yesr 
of date of leaving the 
United States. 
But such right to return to the United 
States may be extended for an additional 
period not to exceed one year. 
In cases 
where, by reason of sickness or other cause 
of disability beyond his control, such Chi­ 
nese laborer shall have been rendered un­ 
able sootier to return, the fact shall be 
fully reported to the Chinese Consul at tbe 
port of departure, and by him certified to 
the satisfaction of the Collector of the port 
at which such Chinese subject shall land 
in the United States. 
Article 3. The provisions of this Conven­ 
tion shall not affect the rights at present 
enjoyed by Chinese subjects being officials, 
teachers, students, merchants or travelers 
for curiosity or pleasure, but not laborers, 
of coming to the United States and resid­ 
ing therein. To entitle such Chinese sub­ 
jects as are above described to admission 
into the United States they may produce 
certificates front their Govern in ent, or the 
Government where they have resided, is­ 
sued by 
tbe 
diplomatic 
or 
Consular 
representative of tbe United States in the 
country or port whence they depart. 
It is 
also agreed that Chinese laborers shall con­ 
tinue to enjoy the privilege of transit across 
the territory of the United States in the 
course of their journey to or from other 
countries, subject to suclt regulations by 
the Government of the United States as 
may be necessary to prevent such privilege 
of transit from being abused.

In the chemical section “sheep-wash,” 
a proprietary compound for the removal of 
vermin and cure of skin diseases in sheep, 
was taken from the list of dutiable articles 
and placed on the free list.

cheapen tiie cost of farmers’ supplies, as a 
partial compensation for the removal of 
the duty on wool.

the opinion of the committee it is best to 
leave the opinion as it now is, a judicial 
one, in the highest interest of both Federal 


regulations of commerce and State contro 
of its police authority. 


THE MINORITY REPORT, 
Signed by Senators Wilson, Ingolls and 
Sanders, says it would seem that the le g ­ 
islative and Judicial Departments of the 
Government concur in the answer that the 
character of legislation presented by this 
bill is within the constitutional power of 
Congress; that it does not violate the in­ 
junction of the Constitution that all duties, 
imports 
aud excises shall be uniform 
throughout the United States. The im ­ 
porter of ardent spirit* or of any other ar­ 
ticle of foreign production, is entitled to no 
greater premiums under the Constitution 
than is the dealer in like articles of domes­ 
tic manufacture.

W a s h in g to n , March 19.h —In the Senate 
to day the following bills were reported and 
placed on the calendar: 
For the erection of a public building at 
Salem, Or., and to increase the appropria­ 
tion for a public building at Sacramento, 
California. 
The House bill to divide a portion of the 
Sioux Reservation iu Dakota into separate 
reservations, and to secure the relinquish­ 
m ent of tha Indian title to the remainder. 
Bowen introduced a bill to establish a 
park in Colorado to be known as the Royal 
Arch I’ark. 
The Senate then proceeded to the. con­ 
sideration of bills on tbe calendar in their 
regular order. The bill to reimburse the 
depositors of the Freedm en’s Bank went 
over without action. 
The following bills were passed: To 
amend Article 103 of the Rules and A rti­ 
cles of W ar, in relation to desertions; 
authorizing the appointment of a Superin­ 
tendent of Indian Schools, and prescribing 
his duties ; to construct a railroad to the 
National Cemetery at Corinth, Miss.; to en­ 
able the State of Colorado to select indem ­ 
nity lands; to settle and adjust the claims 
of any State for expense incurred bv it in 
defense of the Union during the W ar of 
the Rebellion; authorizing the appoint­ 
ment of a delegate to the fourth Interna­ 
tional Prison Congress at St. Petersburg, in 
1390; appropriating $100,000 for the erec­ 
tion in W ashington of a monument to the 
negro soldiers and sailors who gave their 
lives for the preservation of the Govern­ 
ment—yeas 31, nays 19; for the relief 
of certain settlers upon school lands of 
W ashington Territory ; to establish an ad­ 
ditional laud district (the Harvey District) 
in Oregon ; to amend the Act for the ad­ 
mission of Colorado into the Union ; to 
establish a public park at I’agosa Springs, 
Col. 
There were altogether 55 bills passed, 
among them two bills pensioning volun­ 
teer female nurses during the war, at $25 a 
month. 
Blair, from the Committee on Civil 
Service, reported the bill providing that 
whenever persons who were not loyal to 
the United States during the war shall be 
appointed to places in the civil service, 
those who wete not dishonorably dis­ 
charged 
from 
the 
military or naval 
service of the Confederate 
States, and 
who are suffering from wounds or dis­ 
abilities resulting from s tch service shall 
be preferred to other persons not kr.own to 
have been loyal to the United States during 
the war. 
Piatt objected to the second reading of 
the bill, and it went over till to-morrow. 
Teller introduced a bill for the admis­ 
sion of the State of W yoming into the 
Union. Referred. 
After an executive session the Senate ad­ 
journed.

W a s h in g to n , March 19th.—Anderson of 
Iowa offered a resolution ttt the House to­ 
day for the appointment of a special com­ 
mittee of five members to investigate the 
railroad strikes and to report what legisla­ 
tion is necessary to prevent such obstruc­ 
tion io commerce aud disturbances of tbe 
public peace. The resolution was accom­ 
panied by a long preamble, reciting that 
i he strike of locomotive engineers on the 
Burlington road resulted in an obstruction 
to inter state 
commerce, 
and 
put 
ir. 
jeopardy the public peace. The resolution 
was referred. 
Under the call of States the following 
bills and resolutions were introduced and 
referred : 
By Felton of California—For the free 
admission of machinery for the m anu­ 
facture of beet sugar. 
By O'Neill of M issnnri—To create Boards 
of Arbitration for settling controversies be­ 
tween officers and employes of railroads 
engaged in interstate commerce. 
Morrill of Kansas offered resolutions set­ 
ting apart the 2d and 3d of May for the 
consideration of general pension legisla­ 
tion. 
Under the rules this resolution would go 
to the Committee on Rules, but Morrill 
moved its reference to the Committee on 
Invalid Pensions, and the motion was 
agreed to—yeas 135, nays 100. 
W ilkins of Ohio moved to suspend the 
rules and pass the bill authorizing the issue 
of fractional silver certificates. 
After a long debate the bill was passed— 
yeas 178, nays 67. 
The rules' were suspended and the bill 
passed discontinuing the coinage of $3 and 
$i gold pieces.

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BEFORE THE SENATE COMMITTEE. 


The statement» of Governor Stanford 
before the Senate Special Committee on 
Saturday were dispassionate and clear. 
They will impress im partial minds deeply. 
T he country in its calm moments knows 
th at the Central Pacific has pi ven more to 
than it received from the Government. 
T hat there will fall due a debt of the rail­ 
road company to the Government is not 
denied by the Governor, but the equities 
he sets up against the cold legality of the 
claim are such as ought to address the 
conscience of the country with irresistible 
force. 
The company, as Governor Stan­ 
ford so well put it, has kept to the letter 
every obligation imposed ujioa it, and has 
profited in no respect not justified by its. 
contract with the Government and by the 
law. 
Had the spirit of that contract been 
kept by the Government, there would not 
to-day be any question concerning the ad­ 
justm ent of the indebtedness. The reasons 
for this conclusion have been pone over 
frequently and arc familiar to the public. 
They will pather strength as they are 
dwelt upon, ard the equitable claims of the 
corporation will attain force the more they 
are debated. Governor Stanford took oc­ 
casion to deny with emphasis the oft re­ 
peated falsehood tiiat the Centrad Pacific 
Company had delayed taking its land 
patents in order to avoid the payment of 
taxes, the truth being that all delay in the 
m atter is chargeable wholly to the Govern­ 
ment, which neglected to survey the lands 
and make them» ¡ A en table, 
in a very 
concise manner lie put down the compan­ 
ion libel that the company has made mill­ 
ions out of the Government, when the fact 
is that the U nited States saved more than 
its entire investment by the seven year’s 
service rendered by the road in advance of 
the date of completion called for in the 
contract; so, too, instead of depreciating 
the Government security, the $9,000,000 
now in the sinking fund to the credit of the 
first mortgage bond indebtedness lias ap­ 
preciated the security of the Government 
for its debt. The fact is made very clear 
by the witness that the lionds guaranteed 
by the Government in aid of the road 
were of necessity disposed of at a heavy 
discount, but repayment is now demanded 
at face value, though in all other transac­ 
tions the Government sold its bonds for 
what it could get, and carried the dis­ 
count to its loss account. The whole

is 
open 
and 
aliove 
board; 
there are no concealments made or at­ 
tempted, and the more they are considered 
in the forum of public debate, the stronger 
the equitable claims of the railroad com­ 
pany appear. 
It can affcrd to have them 
discussed, for they augment in strength 
and 
prominence 
under 
public 
ex­ 
amination. 


Solicitor H aymond, in his argument 
before the Senate Committee on Saturday, 
made distinct and perfectly clear charges 
in the nature of challenges which he offered 
to establish by undeniable evidence. First, 
that the Central Pacific Company will 
cause the Government the loss of not so 
much as a single cent of indebtedness 
claimed—unless by reason of the acts of 
the Government itself—even should it ig­ 
nore the equities of the case of the rail­ 
road, insist upon payment to the full face 
of the bonds, and with the 180 per cent, of 
usury added. Second, that the Central 
Pacific Company has kept every obligation 
to the Government to the letter, whereas 
the Federal Government has disregarded 
its obligations to the company, and since 
18(1-1 refused to perform'any of the cove­ 
nants that entered into 
the contract. 
Third, that the Directors of the company 
have done nothing in the m atter of their 
relation 
to 
the 
Government 
that 
was not 
fully 
justified, 
and 
which 
they would not repeat, under sim ilar 
circumstances. T hat they can account for, 
and are willing to account for every act of 
theirs, if given the opportunity in a judi­ 
cial tribunal; that they challenge the 
Government to meet them in open Court 
upon these issues, and to that end will 
waive all statutes of limitations and take 
the account under the strict law which 
governs the relations between guardian 
and ward. 
These challenges it would ap­ 
pear the Government is not in the posi­ 
tion to decline. 
The commonest instincts 
of justice demand that he who is charged 
shall be given full opportunity to defend 
and that he who asserts the rectitude of his 
conduct, the same having been assailed, 
shall be accorded liberty to refute the 
charges laid against him, and the right to 
have his accusers put to the proof of their 
claims. The same rule of procedure ought 
to obtain 1s t ween the Government and 
the railroad company when such questions 
are raised as stated, .as prevails where pri­ 
vate citizens join issue. 


A Plan to A bolish K lection F ra u d s and 
D isrep u tab le Bosses. 
A communication from one of the mes'c 
prom inent business men of Sacramento is 
published in another column this m jreing, 
concerning the work of compiling the new 
Great Register. There is no question but 
that watchfulness on the part of tire Super­ 
visors and the public is necessary, in order 
to insure a registration that is not hope­ 
lessly honey-combed with fraud and cor­ 
ruption. Efforts to retain the Great Regis­ 
ter were made by outside influences, in 
order that the enormous list of dead men 
and absentees borne upoR it m ight be 
available for voting purposes, every time a 
detachm ent of San Francsco roughs are 
shipped here to be voted by the local po­ 
litical bosses. 
In connection with the ordinance lor 
m aking a new Great Register, there was 
much peculiar anxiety and “funny busi­ 
ness’’ over the question of who was to be 
appointed 
Registration 
Clerk. 
County 
Clerk Hamilton, who has the appointment 
to make, was beset by officials and others 
in a manner which discloses strong sinister 
motives, and indicates that in some m an­ 
ner the bosses are to get in their work in 
fixing up the new registration. 
If, in order to insure iairness in this 
work, it becomes necessary to publish what 
has transpired, it will look as if the bosses 
have control of more officials than are de­ 
sirous of occupying such leputation be­ 
fore the community. 
It was stated a 
few 
days 
since 
by 
members 
ot 
the 
Board of Supervisors, 
that 
the 
voters of this city would be required to go 
to the Court-house to register instead of 
having their names taken and registration 
made outside by Deputy Assessors. This 
would save a large amount, as the Deputy 
Assessors are entitled by law to 15 cents 
for each person so registered, whereas the 
County Clerk is not allowed any com pen­ 
sation whatever for registrations. 
Why 
has this change been made, ami w hy have 
three Deputy Assessors been changed the 
present tnonib? 
It through this change of policy in m ak­ 
ing the city registration all m anner of 
fraud is permitted—which now looks very 
promising for being the case—the people 
will bold the Board of Supervisors respon­ 
sible, for the people will be tully Informed 
by the R ecord Union of the manner in 
which the fraudulent entries upon the 
Great Register are effected. 
The self-respecting peopie of Sacramento 
have recently 
done much good work 
towards purifying the local political atmos­ 
phere, and are doing so still by vigorously 
prosecuting the election thieves and thugs 
of last Tuesday. An opportunity now pre­ 
sents itself, and m ust be improved by the 
people, to complete the good work and 
take elections absolutely out of toe bands 
of disreputable bosses for all time to come. 
This may be done, and let it be done 
promptly. 
Under Section 1113 of the Political Code 
it is provided that the Board of Super­ 
visors of any county may provide }>rccinct 
registers for use at elections instead of the 
Great Register. And by the amendm ent 
made at the last session of the Legislature, 
no precinct is hereafter to contaiu to ex­ 
ceed 350 voters. 
Now, let the people of Sacramento who 
have recently shown a determination to 
have an honest ballot and fair count, de­ 
mand, and have registers for each precinct, 
with only the names of voters for such 
precinct upon it, and complete victory over 
bosses will be won. W ith only 350 names 
upon 
a 
precinct 
register, 
a 
com­ 
mittee 
of 
good 
citizens 
can 
make 
a canvass before every election, and ascer­ 
tain whether every one whose nam e ap­ 
pears upon the register is still entitled to 
vote, and have the County Clerk erase the 
names of all persons w ho’ have died or re­ 
moved. W ith registers so corrected and 
used at each polling place, illegal voting 
can be absolutely prohibited; and ibis 
done, the occupation and power of political 
bosses are at an end. 
The thing. therefore, for the people to 
do, to complete the good work so auspici­ 
ously begun, is to guard the present regis­ 
tration, and to make sure of having the 
precinct plan of registers adopted and put 
into effect.

CITY TltUSYEKS. 


H . C. W o li T a k e . H is S e a t In th e H o ard 
—C a n v assin g th e V ote. 
The Board of City Trustees met in reg­ 
ular weekly session at 10 a . 
m . yesterday, 
all the members present. 
E. H . Williams, Chief Engineer of the 
W ater Works, reported that during the 
week 17,899,200 gallons were pumped. The 
Holly worked 158 hours and the C. P. 
pum p 14. 
City Treasurer W. E. Gerber submitted 
the following report: Balance on hand 
Febrnary 1, 1888, $50 809 26; received dur­ 
ing the m onth, $40.196 02; total. $97,005 28; 
paid out during the month, $18 718 48; bal­ 
ance on hand March 1st. $78,286 80. 
W illiam Snarr was awarded the contract 
for constructing a sewer 
in the alley 
bounded by J and K, Tenth and Eleventh 
streets. 
Jam es Touhey was awarded the contract 
for improving N street from Fifth to Sixth. 
The Street Commissioner was directed to 
call for sealed proposals for improving 
Fifth street front L to N. 
Resolutions of intention were also passed 
for the improvement of Eighth street from 
I, to N; also, to lay a vitrified iron-stone 
pipe sewer in the alley H and N, Eighth 
and Ninth streets. 
The Inspectors, Judges and clerks of the 
late election were allowed $6 each. 
The returns of the city election were 
then canvassed. The result was identical 
with that published in the R ecobu-Ijniok 
on Wednesday last, which attests to the 
correctness of all news given in these col­ 
umns. 
The Mayor declared the following per­ 
sons elected : H . C. Wolf, Third Trustee; 
W. S. Church, City A ttorney; Timothy 
Lee, Chief of Police; John Weil, Fire 
Commissioner (long term); W. D. Corn- 
stock, Fire Commissioner (short term). 


THE NEW TRUSTEE. 
At this juncture of the proceedings H. C. 
Wolf, the new-elected Trustee, walked into 
the room. W. R. Jones, the retiring mem­ 
ber, advanced and greeted Mr. W olf with a 
smile and a hearty hand-shake, and intro­ 
duced him to the other members of the 
Board as his successor. “ 1 congratulate 
you, Mr. Wolf.” he added, “ on your elec­ 
tion to this honorable position. I trust 
that you will not sit here as a Democrat, 
but, on the contrary, as a member of the 
Board of Trustees, representing a large m a­ 
jority of the citizens of Sacramento. You, 
sir, are competent to fulfill all the dudes 
incumbent upon you, and I am sure from 
what I know of you. sir, that when your 
term is completed the citizens will say, 
‘ Well done, thou good and faithful ser­ 
vant.’ 
I am sorry to leave my two com­ 
panions, but console myself with a knowl­ 
edge of the fact that there always comes a 
time when the best of friends must part. 
My relations with the members of this 
Board have always been cordial and pleas­ 
ant. 
I have tried to do m y whole duty, 
and if at nny time 1 have said anything to 
hurt the feelings of either, I am sorry for 
i t ” 
Mayor Gregory said he was sorry to lose 
Mr. Jones in an official capacity. Their re­ 
lations had always been pleasant. 
He 
welcomed Mr. W olf as a member of the 
Board, and said that the fact that he was a 
Democrat cut no figure in the case; politics 
was not allowed to interfere in any way 
with the transaction of business.

There was no lack of life or interest in 
the sessions of the Police Court yesterday, 
and the Court-room was crowded all day. 
The audience was not of the usual style, as 
tbtre were present several prominent citi­ 
zens and a large num ber of persons who 
were lately deeply interested in the fortunes 
of the “ straight ” ticket. 
Frank Rhoads 
occupied a seat inside the rail, and was a 
quiet listener to some testimony that must 
have been a trifle annoying to him , to say 
the ¡east. 
The case which was attracting so much 
attention was that of Dennis Coleman, 
who was charged with resisting an officer 
and assault with a deadly weapon. City 
Attorney H art prosecuted the case with 
vigor, being assisted by ex-Judge W . H. 
Beatty and Lincoln W hile. 
Major Ander­ 
son defended the prisoner to the very best 
ol bis ability. He interposed objections to 
the testimony at all stages of the proceed­ 
ings, and made the best fight he could for 
his client. 
The lirst witness was George W . Ficks, 
who testified that on Tuesday, the 13'h 
instant, he was acting as a Deputy Sheriff 
at the First Precinct p>olls, corner of Third 
and J streets and wore a star indicating his 
official position. 
His 
appointment by 
Sheriff Drew was admitted in evidence 
over the objection of Major Anderson. 
Witness went on to state that the defend­ 
ant stood opposite him the greater part of 
the day, assisting those who were attem pt­ 
ing to vote illegally. Soon after noon wit­ 
ness arrested a man named Harting for il­ 
legal voting, when Coleman and others at­ 
tempted to take the prisoner away from 
him. He said that Coleman struck him on 
the head twice and that in warding off the 
blows he struck Coleman. 


NO LAW TO VIOLATE. 
At this point Major Anderson interposed 
an objection to testimony of this character. 
He said that there was no election law in 
the city of Sacramento. The city charter 
was param ount to the Codes and to the 
Constitution itself. There was nothing in 
the charter providing for an election in this 
city and there could be no election under 
the Code. Growing warm he exclaimed : 
“ Isay that under the laws of the city a 
man could not commit an illegal act on 
that day in voting. The charter of the 
city is param ount to the Constitution. 
They are directly antagonistic and the 
charter governs.” 
He appealed to Judge 
Beatty to substantiate his statem ent that 
the Supreme Court had so held. 
Judge Beatty said he was not bold 
enough to claim that the charter of Sacra­ 
mento was param ount to the Constitution 
of the State. 
Major Anderson argued that the Board of 
Fire Commissioners, the Board of Educa­ 
tion and other Boards were in direct con­ 
flict with the Codes, and the Supreme 
Court held that the charter governed. The 
election laws of this city were repealed in 
1872 and had never been revived. 
Judge Buckley overruled the objection 
and Mr. Ficks proceeded with his state­ 
ment. He said that some hours after the 
difficulty at the polls, as he was returning 
from the City Prison, where he had been 
to swear to a complaint agaiust a man he 
had arrested, he 
was confronted on I 
street by the defendant, who applied vile 
epithets to him and presented a revolver at 
his head. 
Hiram W. Johnson, who was a clerk at 
the First Precinct polls, testified that he 
saw both Ficks and Coleman at the polls 
and saw the latter strike Ficks twice. 
Ficks was acting as a Deputy Sheriff and 
wore a star. 
Deputy Constable Robert Goods testified 
that he saw the three men on I street at 
the time of the assault. H e was some 
distance away, but could see that Coleman 
was 
POINTING A REVOLVER 
At Ficks, and the latter had his hand be­ 
hind him , near his hip pocket. 
John T. Shields gave evidence in regard 
to the trouble at the polls. He was an un­ 
willing witness, and said that he did not 
know that Coleman was doing any more 
towards rescuing the prisoner than any 
one else, though he evidently did not want 
him taken down, and told Ficks to iet 
him go. 
The prosecution rested their case, and 
the detendant. Dennis Coleman, was put 
upon the stand. His story was that he did 
not do anything at ail. Ficks struck him, 
and he did not strike Ficks. He did not 
know what he was struck for. In reference 
to the assault upon Ficks, he said : “ We 
came down here from Mr. Rhoads’ to see 
what this young man Bragg was arrested 
for. W hen I met this man I asked him 
what he struck me for. H e went back for 
his pistol. Then 1 drew my pistol. He 
held up hie hands, shaking ail over, and I 
said, ‘ Oh. go on, you cur,’ and let him go.” 
Judge Beatty then subjected the witness 
to a lively cross-examination, of which the 
following is a sample : 
Q.—W here do you live ? 
A.—I live in Monterey. 
Q.—W hen did you arrive in Sacramento? 
A.—The night before the election. 
Q.—W here did you put up? 
A.—I thing I put up at the Western 
Hotel. 
(J.—Don't you know? 
A.—I put up at the Western Hotel. That 
is where I had a room. 
Q.—Are you a voter in Sacramento? 
A.—No, sir. I am not. 
Q — How long did you stay about the 
polls there, that day? 
A.—I guess I was, off an on, about four 
or live hours. 
Q —W hat were you doing? 
A.—Doing nothing. Only looking on. 
Q —You came here 
from 
Monterey 
county? 
A.—No. 1 live in Monterey, but I came 
from San Francisco. I have been living in 
Monterey since last May. 


WHAT HE CAME FOR. 
Q.—W hat did you come up for ? 
Major Anderson objected to the question 
and to the whole line ot testimony. He 
argued that, under the decision in the case 
of tha People vs. O’Brien, reported in the 
66th California, the right of cross-examina­ 
tion was confined to the m atter testified to 
on the examination in chief. 
Judge Buckley said that he had not read 
that decision, and if it had been so decided 
it was a reversal of all former rulings. He 
decided to hear the evidence and strike it 
out later if counsel could show that such 
was the decision. 
Judge Beatty then proceeded with the 
cross-examination. 
Q.—W hat did you come np for ? 
A.—Just come up to see some friends of 
mine. 
Q.—W ho were the friends you came up 
to visit ? 
A.—I came up here to see Mr. Rhoads. I 
have known Mr. Rhoads for a long tim e; 
had not seen him for a couple of years, 
and I came up to see him . Witness further 
stated that he owned a ranch in M onterey; 
that he formerly kept a saloon in San 
Francisco, and was for six m onths a deputy 
nnder ex-Sheriff Hopkins, and that he re­ 
signed that position. 
Major Anderson again raised his objec­ 
tion, and, as it was within a few minutes of 
12 o’clock, the Court took a recess until 
1:30 o’clock. 
When tiie afternoon 
session 
opened 
Major Anderson cited to the Court the 
decision in the case of the People vs. 
O’Bnen, and Judge Buckley sustained the 
objection and struck out that portion of 
the testimony. 
Pat Skelley swore that Ficks was chal­ 
lenging everybody at the polis, and created 
more disturbance than any one else; 'h at 
he challenged fully half of the voters who 
presented themselves. 
He thought he 
must have challenged 350 persons. On 
cross-examination he admitted that a man 
had a right to challenge any one whom he 
believed bad no right to vote. 
A man nam ed Lewiston testified to the 
same effect. 
Ed Nortbrnp testified that at the time 
the diflici y oec irred at she polls he was 
• a the other side of the street with Mr. 
Rboads. 
Went across the street and saw 
Ficks strike Cokm an. There might have 
been s jme striking before that, but he did 
not see Coleman strike Ficks. He said 
Ficks made all the difficulty at the polls. 
He cla’m:- to be a resident

i isco. H e corroborated the statem ent of

Saw his star and heard 
him announce that he was a Deputy Sheriff 
at the time of the difficulty. Saw Coleman 
strike at Ficks twice, but could not see 
whether he hit him or not. 
Sol. Rosenfeldt testified that he saw Ficks 
wearing his badge. 
Judge Buckley reviewed the testimony at 
length, and stated that he would hold the 
defendant to answer to the Superior Court 
on both charges. The bail was fixed at 
$1,000 in each case.

Francisco, and Chief of Police Crowley, 
say that Coleman, while at the Cremorne 
Theater some years ago, and while holding 
the position of Deputy Sheriff, was in com­ 
pany with a man named Garrity and saw 
him shoot a man named Deborson, and al­ 
lowed Garrity to escape. 
For this neglect 
of duty he was discharged by Sheriff Hop­ 
kins. 
BEFORE JUSTICE POST. 
George A. Turley was examined before 
city Justice of the Peace C. N. Post, and 
held to answer before the Superior Court 
on a charge of felony, in having voted ille­ 
gally on Tuesday last. The witnesses for 
the prosecution were H . H. Love, W. W. 
Cone, W. B. Turley, Joseph Guth and E. 
H. McKee. 
G. R. Henry was examined on a charge 
of having attempted to bribe J. C. Sullivan 
to vote illegally. The prosecution was con­ 
ducted by Assistant 
District 
Attorney 
Jay R. Brown, and J. W. Hughes and E. j. 
Dwyer appeared as counsel for the defend­ 
ant. Sullivan testified that on the m orn­ 
ing wf the election he was requested to 
watch persons coming out of a saloon next 
door to the Bee office, and find oat who 
was baying votes. H e saw Henry come 
out and join a man on the corner of K and 
Third streets, and go with him to the La­ 
fayette Saloon. H e followed them. After 
taking a drink they went to breakfast in a 
restaurant on K street, above Fourth. H e 
went in and took breakfast at the next ta­ 
ble to them. H e asked them if they were 
voting in the city that day, and Henry said 
yes, and asked him if he had voted. He 
replied that he was not entitled to vote. 
Henry said that made no difference—there 
was $2 in i t ; that lie could take him to the 
m an who was paying it, and wanted him 
to go with him. Sullivan declined to go, 
and reported the matter to Lincoln White, 
who advised him to swear out a complaint, 
which he did. 
George McKee was put upon the stand 
and testified he had known the defendant 
somewhere from a week to three weeks. 
That he had told him that he had come 
here to get work and be doctored for a 
tape-worm. 
The defendant took the stand in his own 
behalf and told substantially the same 
story as Sullivan. He said, however, that 
he had no interest in the election. He 
knew that they were paying $2 for votes 
because the man who was with him told 
him so and wanted him to vote for that, 
which he did not do. All he did in Sulli­ 
van’s case was to tell him that he could 
put him on to a man that would give him 
$2 for a vote. 
Justice Post took the case under advise­ 
ment until to-day at one o’clock. 
THE GIBSON CASE. 
The case of Fred W . Gibson will come 
up before justice Davis at one o’clock to­ 
day. The complaint in his case is sworn 
to by C. N. Henry, the defendant in the 
above case, who charges him with bribing 
Frank Abbott to vote illegally on election 
day. Abbott, upon being arrested, stated 
that be had been paid $2 for his vote and 
afterwards denied it and then reaffirmed 
it. 
In this connection an incident occurred 
yesterday which caused considerable com­ 
ment. It was reported that J. F. Ramage, 
who has been employed as counsel for Gib­ 
son, yesterday applied at the County Jail 
for permission to see Abbott, one of the 
witnesses for the prosecution, which re­ 
quest was denied. He then went away 
and 
returned 
with 
District 
Attorney 
Bruner, who told the Deputy in charge 
that Ramage had his permission to visit 
the prisoner. Still the Deputy declined to 
permit the interview without the authority 
of the Sheriff, claiming that the proceed­ 
ing was a very unusual one. W hen Sheriff 
Drew arrived he told the District Attorney 
that if he desired Ramage to see the pris­ 
oner he would permit the interview—in the 
presence of the jailer. Ramage was there­ 
fore permitted to talk with Abbott in the 
presence of jailer Newbert. 
District Attorney Bruner was seen by a 
reporter of the R k co b d -U n io n and asked if 
the above statem ent was correct. 
H e said 
that it was, with the exception of the fact 
that he asked that the jailer or Deputy 
Sheriff be present when the interview took 
place. H e said he could see no harm in it, 
but he had taken the precaution of con­ 
sulting with other lawyers, who advised 
him that it was all right, so long as an 
officer was present. 
H e believed that 
every man had a right to prepare his de­ 
fense, and if there was a man in jail whom 
he thought was a w itne« for him , he 
ought to be permitted to find out whether 
such was the case or not. As one of the 
Sheriff s officers was to be paesent, no job 
could be put up w ithout the fact being 
known. He thought that criticism of the 
act was uncalled for.

B k b u k, March 19th.—The royal message 
was read to the Prussian Landtag in united 
session to-day. 
It is countersigned by all 
the Ministry. 
It says: 
“ We. Frederick, 
by the Grace of God King of Prussia, hereby 
proclaim and make known that it having 
Dieased God,after the demise of Emperor and 
King W illiam , our niuch-beloved father, to 
call us to the throne of our ancestors, we 
herewith seud to the Landtag our greet­ 
ings. 
The sentim ents and purposes with 
w hich we enter upon our government, and 
the principles on which we would exercise 
our royal office have been proclaimed by 
us to our faithful people. 
“ W alking in path of our glorious father, 
we shall know no other aim of our striv­ 
ing than the happiness and welfare of the 
Fatherland by conscientiously observing 
the Constitution. 
Fully safeguarding all 
prerogatives o f the crown and royally co­ 
operating with the National Representa­ 
tion, the King hopes, with God’s help, to 
attain his object, w hich is the happiness 
and welfare of bis country. 
Thecondition 
of his health prevents him from taking 
the oath verbally. 
Desiring to declare, 
without delay, his position regarding con­ 
stitutional laws (although this could be of 
no doubt), he now solem nly undertakes, 
under the Constitution, firmly and inviola­ 
bly, to rule in conformity with the law s.”

IN THE REICHSTAG. ALSO. 
B e r lin , March 19th.—The message was 
read by Herr Presdorff, President of the 
Reichstag, who requested permission of the 
House to subm it to-morrow the draft of an 
address in reply to the message, expressing 
devotion to the Emperor. The request was 
granted. 
Herr Presdorff then announced that he, 
with the Vice-Presidents of the House, had, 
in the nam e of the Reichstag, asked for 
audienoes with the Emperor and Empress 
Augusta and the Crown Prince and Crown 
Princess, which would shortly be granted. 
He then expressed the thanks of the House 
lor the resolutions of sym pathy with Ger­ 
many passed by foreign Parliaments. 
Then Prince Bismarck rose and said : “It 
will afford m e greater satisfaction if 1 am 
permitted to consider m yself charged by 
the House to communicate the thanks of 
the Reichstag to those friendly Govern­ 
ments whose Parliaments have expressed 
sympathy for the deceased Emperor.” 
“ W ith grief surrounding us, such expres­ 
sions come from all quarters of the world. 
No such memorable event ever before was 
known as to cause all the regions of the 
earth to bring to his grave sighs of sorrow. 
It lies with yon to empower me to express 
thanks to these friendly nations, upon 
whose sym pathy the peace of tiie future 
resides more flrmly than upon written 
treaties.”
